An Excetient Fricassex or Cuickens orn Rannits.—When 
your chickens are plucked, cleaned, and skinned, cut them in 
neat pieces, soak them near an hour in a little milk-and-water, 
take them out, put them in a stewpan with just enough milk- 
and-water to cover them, a large onion, a small bouquet of 
thyme and parsley, two or three cloves, a little white pepper, 
and salt; set them on agentle fire, or the stove, and stew slowly 
till nearly done, ‘l'ake them out of the liquor, when add to the 
latter a large anchovy and stew a little while; then strain, 
return your chickens or rabbits to it, add one dozen small 
mushrooms cleaned, half a pint of good cream, a little butter 
rolled in flour, one glass of Madeira, and the juico of half a 
lemon, just before serving. Do not allow the fricassee to boil 
after putting in the wine and the lemon juice. 


Briocny.—M. Gouffe in his “ Royal Cookery Book,’’ just 
published, gives the following directions for cooking this 
celebrated variety of French bread. Take one pound of sifted 
flour, put a fourth part of it on the paste-board to make the 
sponge; make a hollow in the centre of the flour, and put in it 
half an ounce of German yeast dissolved in half a gill of warm 
water ; mix as for puff paste, but rather softer, When the paste 
is made gather it in a lump, and put it torise ina warm place, 
in a covered stewpan with a little warm water init. ‘Take the 
remaining three parts of flour, make a hollow in the centre, then 
add one pinch of salt, half an ounce of sugar, two tablespoonfuls 
of water to melt the sugar and salt, ten ounces of butter, four 
eggs; mix the paste lightly, then add another egg ; mix again, 
adding another egg till seven eggs in all have been used in the 
paste, which must be neither too soft nor too hard. When the 
sponge has risen to twice its original size mix it lightly with 
the paste, and put the whole in a basin in a warm place for 
four hours; after which put it on the board, ro}l and fold it over 
and over again. Put it back in the basin to rise again for two 
hours, and repeat the folding and pressing ; then put the paste 
in avery cold place for two hours, After that time form it into a 
round lump, make a hole in the centre, and pull ont the paste 
till it forms a ring twelve inches in diameter ; let it rest, egg it 
well with the paste brush, then make an incision all round the 
intide of the ring, and open it well to prevent it, closing; put 
in a fresh oven for halfan hour, The biioche can be made 
into loaves, rolls, or buns, or any fancy shapo. 

To Srrw Ducxs.—'The following reccipt has beon highly re- 
commended. Half roast a couple of ducks, then put them in a 
stewpan, with one quart of water, half a pint of port wine, one 
spoonful of mushroom ketchup, tho same of walnut ketchup 
and essence of anchovy, half a lemon, one clove of garlic, a 
bundle of sweet herbs, cayenne pepper and salt to your taste ; 
stew all slowly for half an hour, then take them out of the 
gravy, putthem in the oven to keep hot; strain the gravy, 
remove the fat, thicken with a little butter and flour, put in the 
ducks, and stew another quarter of an hour; if the ducks are 
not young, they will require a little longer stewing. 

German Panoakxs.—Beat half a pound of butter to a cream ; 
mix with it half a pound of flour, halfa pound of sugar, twelve 
egg-yolks, anda pint of lukewarm cream, Beat the whites of 
the eggs to snow, and add them together with a little powdered 
cinnamon and Jemon peel cut thin and chopped very tine, The 
pancakes are to be done on one side only, and placed in a pile 
one over the other, soas to form a cake, sugar and cinnamon 
being strewn between each, The pile to be cut downwards, 
like a cake and served with wine or jelly sauce. 

Geaman Sanap.—Blanch one pound of sauerkraut in boiling 
water for five minutes, cool, and drain it well. ‘Throw one pound 
of red pickled cabbage into cold water, drain, and cut it with 
the sauerkraut into thin shreds, and put the whole into a basin, 
chop two onions very fine, blanch, drain, and add them to the 
sauerkraut, together with one ounce of grated horseradish, and 
a tablespoonful of chopped chervil. Season with salt, pen; hs

Tr has been reported of late that a university for womon 
is about to be founded in Russia. Such, the Pall Mall 
Gazette states, is not exactly the case, but it is true that 
public classes for female ‘students will probably be 
organised there before long. During several years tho 
lectures delivered by the professors of tho University of 
St. Petersburg were open to the public, and this priyi- 
lego was so appreciated that during the course of 1859 
and 1860, between two and three thousand persons regu- 
larly attended them, and among these were a great 
number of women. But the year 1861 brought with it 
those student disturbances which resulted in the closing 
of the university, and when it was reopened new regula- 
tions had been made by which women were excluded 
from its classes. Tho only subject which they could now 
study in public was that of medicine, for the modical 
faculty in St. Petersburg forms a separate academy inde- 
pendent of tho university, A number, however, of the 
female medical students went abroad, especially to Swit- 
zorland; as, for instance, Malle. Suslof, who recently 
obtained a doctor’s diploma from the Univorsity of Zurich, 
and who has subsequently received permission to prac- 
tiso at St, Petersburg with the privileges accorded thero 
to foreign medical practitioners,

women of St. Petersburg in favour of public instruction, 
Several German newspapers have stated that a petition 
boaring 400 female signatures has been presented to the 
Minister of Public Instruction, praying that classes might

Tuovoern there are many little details that require attention 
in the garden at this season, the most important undoubtedly 
are propagation and due care as to the general neatness of the 
beds and bordera. On the former point wo have already given 
ample advice, and the latter may be safely left to the good taste 
of our venders. Our remarka this week will therefore be princi- 
pally confined to the choice and planting of spring flowering 
bulbs, a matter that will not well bear delay. First, however, 
a fuw general hints. 

Finish clipping, then, all such hedges as still 
remain untrimmed, otherwise the shoots will get 
too hard. Observe in clipping young hedges urder 
training, to take particular care not to cut them 
too close down above, but run the top off regu- 
larly, so that the stronger and more moderate 
shooting plants may advance as equally as pos- 
sible. 

A few of the best of the North American annuals 
may now be sown thinly out of doors, to stand 
through the winter, If for borders, they may be 
sown in patches where they are to flower, but if 
for beda it will probably be best to row them in 
some sheltered spot and transplant in the spring. 


Cacti should now be placed in a perfectly dry 
greenhouse for the winter, receiving no water 
whatever, unless they shrivel up too much. 

Border planta of questicnatle hardiness should 
be taken up and potted to keep over winter in 
frames, where they are nore tafe from damp. Pot 
rooted ldyers of Carnations and Picotees, Sad iooted 
offeets of Auriculas, to get them strong before 
winter, Calceolarias thould Le struck in shallow 
pans, in a compost of leaf-mould, peat, and sand, 
to be kept in the pans till early spring. Get 
tender plants under glass, but give plenty of air. 
Plant the first Jot of Hyacinths, Tulips, nd 
Daffodils, as soon asthe bulbs are obtained, 

So far for general matters; now to par- 
ticularise. The following list of bulbs suitable 
for the borders ia highly recommended. in the 
Gardener's Magazine to phar who wish to make 
beds and borders gay next.epring i--Narcissus maximus, large 
flowas of the purest gold-yeliow; superb. Narcissus bulbo- 
codium, the pretty “hooped petticoat,” a lovely little gem for 
the front of a bed or border, . Narcissus poeticus, well known 
for its exquisite beauty, Narcissus odorus, a fine yellow, 
delightfully flagrant, Tubipa Gesneriana, the original of our 
show tulips, and a very distinct and fine species for the border 
or bed.” ‘Tulipa scabriscapa, the original of tho early bedding 
tulips, and a fine subject. Galanthus plicatus, the Crimean 
Snowdrop ; flowers very large and pure white, Scillas iberica, 
beautiful dwarf nf cies. Scilla campanulata, larger than the 
last, and later. All the Scillus are wotth growing. Tris tloren- 
tina, white with blue thadings. via pallida, very large and 
delicate, » Iris pumila, very dwarf, flowers blue; ae well in 
front of a prat bed. Jiis anglica, the “ flag” of cottage gardens. 
There are tome fine varieties to be had in various colours. 
‘rythropium dcns-canis, the dog’s-tooth violet, will grow finely 
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~ jn a sandy soil, and makes a charming bed. Eranthis hyemalis, 
the winter aconite ; planted now in a bed, or as a marginal 
line, or in clumps in the border, it will produce in January a 
delightful display of greenish-yellow flowers, when no other 
flowers;are to be seen. Lilies of several kinds may be grown 
without prepared soil in any good border, and are sure to repay 
the little care they need. About September Ist is the best time 
to plant, and they ought all to be planted before the month is 
out, Fritiilaria imperialis, the Crown Imperial, a favourite of 
the cottage garden, has been much improved of late, and tho 
. following varievies are well worth growing ; Crown upon Crown, 
King of: Holland, Double-flowering Red, Double-flowering 
Yellow, Maximum, and the varieties with gold and silver loaves, 
‘Tho Roman Hyacinth is of dwarf growth, and hence, if used in 
beds, it,will be most seryiceablo as an edging, or in. clumps 
along the front line. It has no pretensions to be considered a 
florists’ flower: the spikes are small, the flowers are small, but 
it flowers very freely, is never hurt by severe weathor, and 
increases fast underground. 


: Bearing: in mind the recommendation we have already given’ 


our readers to purchase their bulbs eatly, the following hints as 
to indoor culture will be useful. The Hyacinth is the best 
adapted for house culture in pots or glasses. In the former 
they require a rich soil; half good loam and half dung rotted 
to mould, will suit them admirably. The pots should be say 
six inches across, and. as deep as they can be had, 

The proper way to pot the bulbs is to put an inch in thick- 
ness of broken pots, then fil! in tho soil to within two inches of 
tho top, shake it down by knocking the pot gently on the table ; 
place the bulb id Wie centre: and press it down a little. Fill 
up with the soil to within half an inch of the edge, and the bulb 
will stand rather above an inch out of tho soil. The pots may 
then be placed out of doors, covered with ashes, tan, or sawdust 
four inches thick, fora month or six weeks ; as you want them 
sooner or later, 80 you must: bring them out of their prison. 
Clean the pots, and place them in the lightest situation—in 
the window if you can, for ifyput on a mantelpiece, or side- 
board, or table, away, from the window, they are sure to draw 
up weakly. ‘They may be placed ‘in the open air—that is, out- 
side on the window ledge, for they are perfectly hardy. ‘They 
will continue to grow, do what you may, and thore is no danger 
of watering too much. ‘To grow them in glasses, first see that 
the neck of the glass is large enough to take the top of the root, 
then fill the glass with rain water high enough to touch the 
bottom of the bulb, but not come up the side, When the bulbs 
are placed in the glasses let them:be put in a dark cupboard 
or cellaruntil the roots have descended one-third down the 
water, when they may be brought into the room, placed in the 
window, and kept there as much ag possible. They should be 
removed ‘when the weather is frosty to a table or the sideboard, 
or mantelpiece. Ifthe water is taken up by the bulb you 
must fill up with water, so that there be no vacancy between 
the water. and the root. The water may be changed altogether 
abont once in three weeks. If you have to choose the varictios 
of Hyacinths yourself, select from the folosie names :— Double 
dark blue, Laurence Koster or Bloxburge ; Double light blue,
